Delayed Start 

The start of the blitz, scheduled 
for;8 pm, 'was dela^'od half an 
hour due to late arrivals — several 
hundred students fresh from lec- 
tures. The time was filled by R & 
R emanating from the sound trucks 
and greeted with dismay by the 
army corps buglers .slated to play. 

Bob Roberts, Chairman of . the 
Red Feather' Youth Division and 
a McGill graduate, welcomed as- 
seipbled students and Introduced 
the speakers, first of whom was 
City Counseiilor John Lynch- 
Staunton. 

Mr. Staunton, speaking on be- 
half of Major Jean Drapeau, of-

Without any challenge and \6ng before the 
customary end. of its terra, the Lesage régime has 
' decided to go to tIte,people. The'nagging question 
of nationalization of QuelKc power cômpànies has 
haunted the Lilieral government for many montlis, 
and the November 14 elecUon'has been selected 
as the way out of embarrassing difficulty. The an- 
nouncement oLthe election put a.welcome end to 
a great deal of harmful uncertainty, but the choi- 
ce of an election as the particular means of secur- 
ing a mandate for power nationalization is an al- 
together different matter. ^ 

At first blush, an election might seem to be 
a highly commendable way of attacking the pro- 
blem — a consultation of the electorate, in keep- 
ing with the finest of democratic:.' traditions. The 
people of the province will simply be asked to 
support the Liberal party which claims to stand 
for nationalization. But will the avowed purpose 
of this election really be achieved? , Will Mr. Lesa- 
ge really be given a meaningful, mandate to pro- ' 
ceed with the naUonallzâtIon of ''Qitebe(^'8 power? 

. ^::;--.}Vo1erV,aiblce-> l:' 

The most obvious conséquence , of this deci- 
sion, is to place the voter in an inescapable predi- 
cament The voter who is opposed to nationaliza- 
tion' finds that hé must repudiate the entire libe- 
ral administration.' In other words, he who' vi^hes 
to support the libéral party is forced vrilly-nilly 
to endorse nationalization as well. ^ ■ • 

It is true that nationaUzation'of power is t 
vital issue, and,' as such, would ordinarily be just- 
ifiable as the basis of « party's electoral platform. 
But in' the present political situation, certain dr? 
cumstances militate against'such an election. 

The National Union party has taken a^stànd 
which calls for limited nationalization now, fol-. 
; lowed by.a referendum regarding moreînaÛonall- 
zation later. Some of those who are strongly oppo- 



sed to any takeover will rally to the National 
Union in despair, even though' this latter party 
may be thoroughly objectionable to them on a 
host of other well known grounds. Others will 
refuse to submit to this lessee of two evils prin-: . 
ciple and will thereby bo deprived of any positive / 
.avenues by whidi to. express their opposition, a* 
very unfortunate state of affairs when so crucial a ' 
question is involved. In any event, because both 
parties are committed in a somewhat similar way, 
there will be no means of analyzing the complete 
significance of the outcome as regards nationali- ■ 
zation. 

A fundamental tenet of our political system 
is that the voter.be given a free. and enlightened, 
choice. In this 'élection, no such choice will be ' 
given. Under these circumstances, Mr. Lesage can 
hardly expect any meaningful mandate to go 
ahead with nationalization., . ;. ,^ 

Johhson Accuses ^

The scene is a combination 
boarding house-speakeasy-brothel 
In Dublin, where an 18-year-old 
. English soldier — the Hostage of 
the title — is being held captive 
by sympathizers of the Irish Re* 
: publican Army. He is to be shot 
"the next morning in reprisal for 
the scheduled execution of an 
I.R.A. man in Belfast The young 
nan — charming, simple and 
friendly — is surrounded by a 
gang of people which includes so- 
me of the most bizarre characters 
ever created for the stage. 

There Is the caretaker of the 
house, a slightly soured .IJIJV. 
veteran named — you guessed 
_ i.it — Pat, who hobbles about on 
^ his one good leg reminiscing a- 
bout the glorious, bloody days of 
1916. Alan Nunn's performance 
lacked 'the* verve, the good old 
*.' -Irish blarney which should have 
. . .come .out of his lines — and this 
too-straight playing was repeated 
In several of the other parts. 

-.Weaknesses- Show . 
Behan writes in broad strokes 
— eccentricity and excess are his 
- natural, strongv^points. (McGii- 
Hans who recall: his 'Spectacular 
and notorious lecture-visit here a 
couple of years ago will vouch 
for this.) His play suffers if it is

NFCUS Delegates 
Convene; Disagree 
On Bilingualism 

Delegates from all but one of 
the member universities were pre- 
sent yesterday afternoon at the 
start of the 2Gth annual NFCUS 
Congress at the University of Sher- 
brooke. The McGill delegation in- 
cluded Gordon Echcnborg, Manon 
Turbldc, Carole Turkcnik, and Bob 
Carswell. 

Registration was followed by a 
formal reception. The speakers in- 
cluded : the Dean of the Faculty of 
Commerce; the President of the 
Students' Society of the University 
of Sherbrooke; Walter McLean, Pre- 
sident of NFCUS; and the organizer 
of the Congress at Sherbrooke, Ro- 
ger Coulombe. 

Supper was followed by the first 
plenary session, which was mainly 
for purposes of orientation. The 
President, Walter McLean, then 
spoke on NFCUS's part in both na* 
tional and international affahrs. The 
standing order was then accepted. 

Debate 

The next issue debated upon was 
whether or not the president 
should be elected one year ahead 
of time, thus placing two presidents 
simultaneously in NFCUS. • 

The Congress then broke up Into 
Regional Caucuses — the Atlantic 
Provinces, Quebec, Ontario, and 
the Western Division. Quebec took 
no definite stand on the matter of 
a bilingual president and so it 
remains undecided whether the 
Constitution should be amended to 
read that the president "should" 
or "must" speak both national lan- 
guages fluently. 

One of the major topics still to 
be discussed is the admission of 
technical Institutes to the Federa- 
tion. Toronto's Ryerson Institute of 
Technology was admiltod in 1961 
on a provisional basis only.
